Klectnc Chair Soon to be Com- 
pleted. 

The old times barbarous way of in- 
flicting the death penalty in Kentucky 
will soon be a thing of the past, as 
the work of installing the death chair 
at Eddyville penitentiary is going on 
steadily and will ber eady for use in a 
few weeks. The electrocution law 
went into effect on June 14 and if a 
crime is committed after that time 
for which the death penalty is imposed 
the condemned man will be electrocut- 
ed. There has been a notable change 
made in the prison at Frankfort. The 
old penitentiary at that place will 
soon be converted into a reformatory 
and this is one of the principal rea- 
sons the death chair was located at 
Eddyville instead of Frankfort as it is 
hardly probable the death penalty will 
be inflicted in a reformatory. The 
Prison Comimission will be ready in a 
few months to begin the transfer; of 
the prisoners. All prisoners over thir- 
ty years of age will be taken to Ed- 
dyville and also under thirty will go 
to Frankfort. Also, under this new 
law, all prisoners, no matter what 
crime, that meet the requirements as 
to conduct can be paroled and quite a 
number are now being granted.

Pains Often Mistaken for Rheuma- 
tism, Fest the Cure. 

A muscle which has been strained 
cither by overuse or by use in some 
unaccustomed way often gives rise to 
such severe symptoms as to lead to 
a diagnosis of some other and more 
serious trouble. This affection is not 
the same as that called myalgia, 
which indeed means pain in a muscle, 
but is usually of rheumatic or neural- 
gic nature. The trouble here meant 
is something less serious, being noth- 
ing more than a strain. 

it is easy to see that any muscu- 
lar pain may be mistaken for rheu- 
matism or some acute inflammation, 
as it may give rise to precisely the 
same painful symptoms. For ex- 
ample, when it occurs iu some mus- 
cle on the right side of the abdomen 
it has been known to look for a time 
exactly like the colic of appendicitis, 
and it has time and again been 
treated as true rheumatism. 

There are several w r ays in which 
the facts may be discovered. On 
questioning it will be found that^ 
some muscle or certain set of mus- 
cles lias been subjected to an un- 
usual strain and is in a state of mu- 
tiny in consequence. The pain will 
be worse at night and better in the 
morning after the night’s rest, prov- 
ing that it has a basis of fatigue. 
Furthermore, it will yield entirely to 
a proper amount of rest. In fact this 
one thing — rest — comprises the 
whole of the treatment. 

When the abdominal muscles are 
Involved there must be rest in bed, 
with perhaps some anodyne to dead- 
en the pain at first — this, of course, 
to be given only under the order of 
a physician. In milder cases the 
patients can go about their usual du- 
ties if fitted properly with an abdomi- 
nal belt. 

When the muscles at the back of 
the neck are affected it is a great re- 
lief always to use a highbacked chair, 
and when the pain is in the arm a 
sliug should be worn. 

When this condition of painful 
muscle is found in conjunction with 
a general loss of tone, as shown by 
lack of appetite, pallor and debility,' 
then in addition to local rest to the 
particular muscle involved a general 
course of tonic treatment should be 
instituted. When the trouble can be 
traced directly to the daily vocation 
of the sufferer a change should be 
made in the habits for a time where 
this is possible. Unfortunately with 
most persons their daily bread will 
depend upon the use of just this par- 
ticular muscle, and in these cases 
there is nothing to do but placate the 
part with all the rest that can be 
given it and help it with mechanical 
support for a time if this is feasible.

FLOUTED THE LAW FOR YEARS 



Routed Posse After Posse of Sheriffs 
and Surrendered Only When Sur- 
rounded and Wounded — Makes 
Claim of Self-Defense. 



Winter, Wis. — After having con- 
ducted a rebellion against the*state of 
Wisconsin for six years, John F. Deitz, 
a settler in a wild stretch of woodland 
In Sawyer county, surrendered to the 
law. His fight against the state and 
the circumstances growing out of it 
form one of the most singular stories 
in the history of the west and throw 
into the shade the most daring deeds 
of the border. 

During the period of his revolt the 
Dietz family* lived practically in a 
state of seige. ‘Many battle were 
fought between Dietz and deputy 
sheriffs sent to arrest him, and a score 
or more persons were wounded. Three 
sheriffs resigned their jobs rather 
than face Dietz in his stronghold in 
the woods, and one was imprisoned for 
contempt of court because he would 
not expose his life in serving legal pa- 
pers on the "outlaw,” who defied the 
whole state of Wisconsin. At one time 
it was seriously proposed that the 
state militia he called out to subdue 
the nervy settler. 

John F. Dietz came into the lime- 
light years ago when he defended 
Cameron dam on Thornapple river 
against one of the largest lumber com- 
panies In the state. He claimed the 
dam was on his property and tied up 
several winters’ cuts of logs, valued at 
thousands of dollars, by refusing to 
allow them to pass the dam without 
paying toll. He was fought in the 
courts by the company, but de- 
fied the order of the judges and held 
off at the point of a gun all officers 
who attempted to serve papers upon

him. Dietz won. The lumber com- 
pany paid him a large sum and he al- 
lowed the logs to go through. 

The isolation of the locality enabled 
him to hold the fort successfully 
against corporation, courts, and sher- 
iffs. Few persons were acquainted 
with the trails leading to the home- 
stead and of these none would guide 
an attacking party. The sheriff depu- 
tized men from all over the state to 
make the arrest of Dietz, and several 
were shot in fights. In one engage- 
ment Dietz's son was shot in the head, 
but recovered. 

The late controversy between Dietz 
and the authorities of Sawyer county 
dates from the time when Dietz shot 
and seriously wounded Bert Horrell in 
Winter in a wrangle, it is said, over 
rent due on a schoolhouse. 

Dietz first quarreled with C. G. 
O’Hara, president of the Winter school 
board, it is said, and Horrel, taking 
O'Hara’s part, struck Dietz. Dietz then 
shot and has since claimed it was in 
self-defense. After the shooting Dietz 
had defied the sheriff to serve a war- 
rant on him. This act cost Dietz a 
great deal of the popular sympathy. 

During bis six years of revolt Dietz 
obtained his supplies in this town, 
which required a long drive over rough 
and almost Impassable roads. Short- 
ly after the quarrel with Horrel he 
sent two of his sons and a daughter 
to this place to buy provisions and 
ammunition. On the way home they 
were ambushed by a posse and two of 
them— the girl and one of the boys— 
were shot and taken prisoners. The 
other son escaped; and for several 
days Winter was in a state of alarm 
owing to a rumor that Dietz was to 
leave his stronghold and make re- 
prisal for the shooting of his children. 

And then elaborate preparatio n* 
were made by the sheriff to effect the 
capture of Dietz — alive or dead. With 
a force of 90 men he surrounded the 
Dietz house, taking up positions during 
the night which commanded the 
stronghold on every side. In the morn- 
ing Diets and the members of his 
family, all unarmed and none suspect- 
ing the ambuscade, went out from the 
house into the clearing around it. The 
father and one son were shot, but not 
dangerously woynded, and all succeed- 
ed in reaching the shelter of the 
house, from which they replied to the 
fire of the encircling posse, one of 
u'hom was shot and killed. Afterwards 
Diets sent out a flag of truce and sur- 
rendered. His remarkable revolt 
against the authority of the state had 
elided.

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CHOOSING THE 

FAMILY COW 
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TEN YEARS AGO SHE KILLED THE 
WOMAN WHO WAS HER SUC- 
CESSFUL RIVAL. 



Topeka, Kan. — Jessie Morrison, the < 
hest known woman convict in the 
Kansas state penitentiary, was par- 
oled recently by Gov. Stubbs. The par- 
ol© was a complete surprise to Miss 
Morrison, and Gov. Stubbs said he 
did not know two hours before he 
signed the parole that he was going to 
release her. The governor con- 
cluded that the last trial was not im- 
portant. 

j he crime for which Jessie Morrison 
was sent to the penitentiary was the 
murder of Mrs. Olin Wiley Castle, her 
successful rival for the affections of 
Olin Castle of Eldorado, June 22, 1900. 
The case was one of the most sensa- 
tional in the history of the Kansas 
court. Miss Morrison was given three 
separate trials. 

At the first trial there was a hung 
jury, nine jurors standing for ac-

quittal and three for conviction of 
manslaughter. At the second trial she 
was convicted of manslaughter and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for five 
years. She went to the penitentiary 
and remained there for two months 
and three da'ys pending a new trial. 
At the third trial she w r as convicted 
of murder, and was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for 25 years. 

Miss Morrison went to the peniten 
tiary to begin serving her 25-year term 
July 8, 1902. She has served eight 
years, three years more than she was 
sentenced for on the second trial. 
Thousands of letters from all parts 
of the state and from ^ther states 
are on file at the governor’s office 
petitioning for a pardon or a parole for 
Jessie Morrison. Gov. Stubbs has been 
through all of them and knows every 
detail of the case. 

Jessie Morrison left the penitentiary 
in company with Warden and Mrs. J. 
K. Coddy. She went to Kansas City 
and from there to Excelsior Springs, 
where she has a sister, Mrs. Ida Haw- 
ley. 

The terms of thfe parole provide that 
eh© may remain in Kansas or go to 
Missouri or Oklahoma. Her aged fa- 
ther lives in Oklahoma, at Calumet. 
Jessie Morrison is about 40 years of 
age. She cut Mrs. Castle’s throat with 
a razor, Mrs. Castle living three days 
following the attack, although hel 
windpipe was severed. Olin Castle, 
the man in the case, is married again 
and now lives in California.

In choosing the family cow one it 
•dt limited nowadays in the matter 
fcf breed. Well-bred stock has become 
so general, that 'ordinarily one can 
buy at option an Individual of almost 
any of the approved breeds; not a 
pedigreed animal, perhaps, unless a 
rather high price is paid, but a "high- 
grade,” which means that the animal 
is not a registered pedigree, but is 
nearly enough pure-bred to be so for 
all practical purposes. It remains, 
then, to choose whether one will buy 
a Holstein, a Jersey, an Ayrshire, or 
one of any other of the breeds com- 
monly in use. 

The choice must -be made in accord- 
ance with wna-t is most wanted, 
whether milk or cream, if cream, the 
choice, most emphatically, should be 
a Jersey or a Guernsey. But for feed- 
ing infants, a milk a little less rich is 
in butter fats tan that given by these 
animals is generally better. An ideal 
cow for this purpose is a cross be- 
tween the Jersey and Ayrshire, and 
this, perhaps, is as good a family 
cow as can be had for all the uses 
generally required. But it is only 
occasionally that a cow bred in just 
this way 19 to be found, and a cross 
of th© Jersey or Guernsey — which are 
strictly butter breeds — upon any of 
th© approved milk breeds makes an 
animal of very similar characterise 
tics, 't he strictly milk breeds are not 
recommended for family cows. 

Tho first thing to remember in 
choosing a cow is that the cow most 
feminine in appearance is the best 
milker. Roughly speaking, she should 
be shaped something like a wedge — 
large and well-developed behind, and 
small and fine in front. 

She should be wide between the 
hips and low in the flank, with her 
hind quarters set a little apart, so as 
to give room for her udder. Her belly 
should be of good size, but should 
round outward, rather than down- 
ward. t^nd her rump should be 
straight— that is, the root of her tail 
should be nearly on a line with her 
back bone. The shoulders should be 
thin and rather narrow at the top; 
chest deep rather than broad; neck 
thin, head small, but longish — clean- 
cut and fine in the muzzle. The horns 
should be small and of fine texture; 
and the eyes rather large, but mild 
and gentle, and not showing much of 
the . white. Her skin should be soft 
and pliable, and the finer and silkier 
her coat the better. 

The udder should be large and well- 
developed, but should stay properly 
in its place and not sag down t6o 
low. The four teats should stand well 
apart from each other, forming a 
"square’’ udder; and they should be 
smooth and soft, free from warts or 
excrescences. They should also be 
long enough to be taken hold of by 
the whole hand in milking, as when 
they are so short as to have to be 
held between the thumb and two fin- 
gers, the work of milking is greatly 
increased. 

The udder should alw.ays be free 
from fleshiness, and after being emp- 
tied of milk it should be soft, shrunk- 
en and somewhat wrinkled. Fleshi- 
ness in the udder cannot be detected 
when it is full, and the only test is to 
have the cow milked. This test also 
shows how much milk she gives and 
whether she is gentle. 

If the cow has any bad habit — such 
as breaking out of her pasture or, 
rarely be discovered on such first ex- 
amination as the purchaser can give, 
even if he is very careful; but it Is 
sure to show itself later. So in this 
matter he must trust the seller and 
take his chance. But the chance, 
after all, is not a very long one, for 
the overwhelming majority of cows 
are free from these habits, and if 
she is gentle to milk and handle there 
is usually little to fear. 

A great many new owners of cows 
are disappointed at first in the amount 
of milk obtained. This is because the 
cow is always uneasy and homesick 
in a new place, and she must become 
thoroughly wonted to her surround- 
ings before she will do her best at the 
pail. This is a matter not infrequent- 
ly of a week or more. 

This homesickness cannot be avoid- 
ed, but it can be shortened, and* some 
of the uneasiness of the cow averted 
by attending very carefully to her 
wants and rendering her, if possible, 
more comfortable than in the place 
she came from. 



Pintsch Oil for Gophers. 

In Colorado prairie dogs have been 
destroyed with bisulphide of carbon 
gas in a manner similar to the ex- 
periment tried in Minnesota at uni- 
versity farm on pocket gophers. Re- 
cently the Colorado station has tried, 
with wonderful success, pintsch oil — 
a by-product of the pintsch gas and 
used for lighting trains. It has been 
used for the game manner as bi-sul- 
phide of carbon is used, with equal 
fatal results on the prairie dog. It is 
assumed in Minnesota that if pintsch 
oil fumigation is destructive of praire- 
dog life in Colorado it ought to be 
equally so in Minnesota with pocket 
gophers and the Minnesota exiperi- 
ment station probably will experiment 
with it. This oil Is only half as ex- 
pensive as bi-sulphides of carbon, ac- 
cording to the Colorado report, and 
can be procurred at railroad centers 
where there is a pintsch gas factory. 
Only half as much of it is required to 
kill a prairie dog in his burrow as of 
bi-sulphide.

When he had finished, Mr. Moody 
rushed down from the platform and 
asked him where he had found that 
song.

Mr, 
Moody was weeping, Mr. Sankey was 
weeping and the ondience. was in 
tears, so great was the impression 
produced by the song. 

"I sang it as God gave it to me." 
Mr. Sankey* replied. He never chang- 
ed a note of the song from the time 
it fell from his lips.

Ambidexterity, it It Asserted, Devoid 
ope the Intelligence.. 

A movement has been started hi 
Germany for the cultivation of am- 
bidexterity. The idea it that develop- 
ing the power to use both hand* 
equally well means developing the in- 
telligence in general and the memory 
in particular. 

It is said to have been scientifically 
ascertained that while right banded 
people hav© the organ of speech on' 
the left, side of the bnain ; and vice 
versa, people who are ambic. .rterou* 
have two language centers, ope in 
each lobe of the brain. The Infant 
begins life with two speech ©enters, 
but as the right hand ig generally 
trained and the' left neglected, the 
right speech center gradually grows 
torpid and useless. 

Th© extraordinary claim is now 
made that by the cultivation of tho 
left hand the capacity of the right 
speech center of the brain can be re- 
vived, and to that extent broaden ttoe 
intelligence, a3 ambidexterity In- 
creases the use of the human beings 
band. 

Instances ore quoted by supporters 
of the movement in which practising 
the left hand has rescued a power of 
speech until then paralyzed. Otto pa- 
tient in question was stricken and 
with it paralysis of the rig*ta hand. 
The doctor started teaching the pa- 
tient to write with the loft hand, with 
astonishing results that in a short 
time the power of speech was awak- 
ened in the 'hitherto torpid oeran of 
speech. 

An even more astonishing °ase waa 
that of a boy who at the age of thir- 
teen lost his left hand but soon 
learned to do fairly well with an arti- 
ficial member. At the ege of thirty, 
he suffered a stroke of paralysis 
which robbed 'him of the power of ; 
speech, but by means of a small ring 
with a pen attached to it fixed In the 
artificial limb he could practice writ- 
ing, and thus not only . recovered 
power pver his original speech, t»t 
over French and Russian, which he 
had forgotten. As a matter ef fact 
ambidexterity is necessary m several’ 
professions and occupations, of which; 
surgery and also piano playing may * 
be given as examples.— -Berlin tetter 
London Standard.

NEW USE FOR WHALES. 



It is on record that a schoolboy 
essayist once solemnly stated that the 
sheep is famous for its mutton 
chops; soon another can follow suit 
and tell us that the whale is re- 
nowned for its cutlets. In Califor- 
nia waters a whaler has been equip- 
ped with a canning installation and 
expects in one voyage to pot about 
20,000 pounds of flesh of the leviath- 
an of the deep. Whale, it is aver- 
red, makes good feeding, somewhat 
rich and even greasy, but eminently 
sustaining and on the whole tooth- 
some. Hitherto, as soon as the 
blubber was secured and the bone 
prized out, the flesh was thrown 
away as useless and that practice 
sets up rather a prejudice against 
the dish. It now appears, however, 
that the only reason for letting the 
flesh go adrift was the impossibility 
of storing it ;once that difficulty is 
overcome, it is expected that whale 
cutlet will be first a wonder, then a 
delicacy and finally a common item 
of diet. 

A paean of praise of fish as a uni- 
versal article of food has recently 
been sung by Sir James Crichton- 
Browne to a meeting of the Sanitary 
Inspectors’ association, held, appro- 
priately enough, in the London Fish- 
mongers’ Hall. In particular, he 
recommended a fish food as a pre- 
ventative of the great white plague, 
tuberculosis. It will come as revela- 
tion to many to learn, on authority, 
that the despised bloater offers the 
largest amount of nutriment for a 
given sum of any animal food, and 
that two salt herring contain as 
much animal protein as need enter 
into the daily dietary of an ordinary 
workingman. 

A new terror was indeed added to 
those to which the sanitary inspect- 
ors are already exposed. As fish 
often signalize by a trifling change 
in the odor they emit the point when 
they have ceased to be edible. Sir 
James proposes that the inspectors, 
in addition to the other tests they 
have to undergo, should be required 
to pass a nasal examination. Some 
men he said, are born without the 
sense of smell — even great poets 
have been known to be thus afflict- 
ed. The sense may be abolished by 
disease and quickened by education. 
The spectacle of the candidate tun- 
ing up his olfactory organ to the 
requisite pitch will be a sight for 
gods and men. A new force will be 
added to the nickname by which the 
sanitary inspector is even now 
known — namely a “smeller-out.” 

But to return to our whales. There 
is some doubt as to whether the 
whale can or cannot be properly 
classed as fish. He is in much the 
same case as the crab, which some- 
one once defined as “a red fish that 
walks backward,” whereupon those 
who were more intimately acqpaint- 
ed with the crustacean retorted that 
he was not red, was not a fish and 
did not walk backward — all of which 
shows the danger of dogmatism in 
definition. The point, therefore, has 
been raised as to whether, if you are 
debarred from eating meat on Fri- 
day, you can fall back on whale. It 
is a subtle question, and will, we 
suppose, have to be settled by the 
theologians. For our part we lean to 
the belief that for & long time to 
come those who can have whale flesh | 
during the remainder of the "week 
will willingly dispense with it one 
day out of seven. — Washington Post.

CONFERENCE OF SOLAR SCIEN- 
TISTS BREAKS UP WITH 
ANNOUNCEMENT. 



Should Be Basted With Very Sweet 
Water — Some Excellent Recipes 
for Preparing This Reliable 
Dessert. 



One Hundred New Suits 
Added To The 



Journey at $25,000 Expense to See 
Three-Minute Eclipse from 
Mount Wilson. 

Los Angeles, California — With 
the breaking up of the conference of 
solar scientists held on Mt. Wilson 
last week and the departure for var- 
ious points today of the wise men. 
who took part in its deliberations, 
comes the announcement of several 
phenomena under investigations by 
observers of the world. 

Perhaps most startling and import- 
ant is the search for the definition of 
cranium to be prosecuted by the Rev. 
Father A. L- Cortie, director of Stony- 
hurst College observatory, v. ho is sent 
by the British government to Vanau 
Island, in the Tonga g. oup of South 
Sea islands, where he will observe 
the sun’s eclipse on April 28, 1911. 

Father Cortie is one of the most 
eminent authorities on the sun’s co- 
rona. He is traveling 25,000 miles to 
observe the eclipse, which will be 
total for a period of three ana one- 
half minutes. For this purpose the 
British government has appropriated 
$25,000. 

“The nature of Cranium is unknown 
to science,’’ said Father Cortie. “It* 
was found in the ultralviolet spectrum 
of the sun’s corona taken by Prof. D. 
W. Dyscn of the Royal Oaservatorv 
of Scotland. 

“It is to confirm the observations 
of Prof. Dyson and also the obser- 
vations of Maj. E. H. Hills of Lon- 
don, who before me - have headed 
British eclipse expeditions, that I am 
sent into the South Seas. 

“I will endeavor to obtain new lines 
in the solar spectrum in ultra-violet 
by which we may develop new chemi- 
cals nearer the line showing the pres- 
ence of cranium. “ 

“How will scientists be able to dis- 
cover the substance on earth corre- 
sponding with cranium?’’ was asked. 

“We do not know whether wc* will 
be able to discover it,” replied the 
British savant. “Although it is a 
pretty well established theory that 
whatever is found on the sun Is found 
also on the earth, we may be baffled 
by cranium. That mysterious su.b- 
stance does not appear in ithe spectra 
of the sun proper. Or at teast, there 
have as yet been obetained no spec- 
tra showing its existence. 

“How powerful cranium is it is 
hard to say. It may make tadiurn, 
earth's most powerful substance, a 
pigmy in comparison. It may be 
equal in power and less bard to ob- 
tain than radium. It may be a part 
of radium or radium a part of cra- 
nium.” 

Another interesting phenomena 
which science is seeking to unravel is 
the apparent movement of the Milky 
Way into ihe sun. 

Another phenomena is to be ob- 
served in the twin star of Sirius, the 
dog-star, which has been discovered 
by observers on Mt. Wilson. The 
twin bodies, one dark and the other 
light, are each twenty times greater 
in mass than the sun. Mt. Wilson ob- 
servers believe that Sirius and its 
dark neighbor are revolving about 
each other in the same mai.ner as the 
metal spheres on the governor of a 
steam engine. 



The baked apple Is one of the most 
convenient, reliable, and agreeable of 
our easy and highly excellent desserts 
or side dishes, but there are baked 
apples and bakes apples. Some have 
little or no virtue in them because 
the taste has been cooked out instead 
of in. To baste the apple with a 
liquid that is largely sugar, flavored 
with apple juice, is one of the ways 
of keeping taste in. To cook the ap- 
ple in considerable water, basting or 
not basting, is likely to cook consid- 
erable taste out. 

This time of year the sweet apple 
may be obtained for baking and it is 
an excellent luncheon or even break- 
fast dish eaten in milk, plenty of it— 
apples and milk Instead of bread and 
milk. If an apple is not sweet it 
should be genuinely sour and crisp, 
or it is not good for baking. 

Baked Apples with Butter and Sugar 
Sirup. Four medium sized apples, 
one-half pound of sugar, one ounce of 
butter. Remove core from apples and 
piace in a pie tin; fill opening with 
sugar and butter and bake slowly un- 
til done. Take them out carefully 
and place them on a platter. Place 
tin of Juice on stove and add the re- 
mainder of sugar and butter and boil, 
_ ..rring constantly until it becomes 
fight brown. Add boiling water to 
make It the consistency of thin jelly 
and pour over apples. Serve warm. 

Baked Apples, Creole Style.— Pare 
and core six tart apples; fill the cavi- 
ties with sugar, lemon juice, and wa- 
fer. Bake until tender, but not bro- 
ken. Remove to a serving dish, fill 
the centers with jelly or marmalade, 
and pour any liquid left in the baking 
dish over them. Beat the whites of 
two eggs until dry, then gradually 
beat in two tablespoonfuls of powder- 
ed sugar, then cut' and fold in two 
tablespoonsfuls more, adding one-half 
teaspoon of vanila extract and one- 
fourth teaspoon of lemon extract. 
Press the meringue on the tops of 
the apples, using a forcing bag and 
star tube; let stand in oven moder- 
ately heated eight minutes. Serve 
warm. 

Stuffed Baked Apples. — Core apples, 
fill center with sugar, place in a pan 
with a little water, and bake until 
tender. Place a toasted marshmallow

Tomato Jelly. 

Strain the juice from a number of 
stewed tomatoes and cook over the 
fire for a quarter of an hour with a 
bay leaf and a sliced onion. To a pint 
of the juice add a tablespoonful of 
gelatine previously softened in a lit- 
tle cold water. Stir the juice until 
the gelatine is dissolved, take from 
the fire and strain after seasoning well 
with salt, cayenne and a dash of cel- 
ery salt. Pour into a mould and put 
in a cold place until the jelly is firm. 
This may be served on lettuce with 
mayonnaise, or it may he used as a 
garnish for cold meats, in which lat- 
ter case the jelly need not be poured 
into a mould but into a large shallow 
dish.

In fact, there is scarcely any city of 
appreciable size which cannot make a 
proportionately suprising showing wiith 
respect to desirable tracts of real es- 
tate. If the span of human life were 
longer a man might invest a very mod- 
est amount of capital in real estate and 
go along about his business with the 
comforting assurance that he would 
some day be a mi lionaire. Inasmuch, 
however, as the hands of the clock of 
time may not be turned back, the “good 
things in realty investments are for 
thos>e who have energy and judgment 
ahd who possess or can command 
working capital. — Louisville Courier 
Journal.
